DECISION TODAY 


Chicago, September 20.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —The government’s 
suit for a nationwide injunction 
- against the striking railroad shop- 
crafts will be decided tomorrow night, 
a few hours before the temporary re- 
straining order now in force ex- 


pires. 

This became evident today when 
the defense closed its case and open- 
ing arguments were begun. Black- 
burn KEsterline, assistant  solicitor- 
general, opened for the government, 
followed by Donald R. Richberg, at- 
torney for B. M. Jewell and John 
Scott, the strike leaders. Mr. Rich- 
berg will complete his arugment to- 
morrow, to be followed by his associ- 
ate counsel, Frank Mulholland, of 
Toledo, while Assistant Attorney- 
General McLaughlin will close for the 
United States. 

The government has not quite 
completed the draft of the injunction 
which it will ask Judge Wilkerson to 
sign, but there were indications that 
some of the drastic clauses of the re- 
straining order will be modified.

Dancing Parties. 

The professor replied that he did, 
giving the names of Irene, * years old, 
and Mary 3. 

“Have you any other children,” the 
prosecutor asked. 

“No, sir,” Tiernan emphatically re- 
plied. : 

Professor Tiernan told of a series 
of dancing parties at surrounding 
towns. He said the invitations al- 
ways came from Poulin to Mrs. Tier- 
nan and that he was invited by his 
wife to go along. 

Asked by the prosecutor if Mrs. 
Tiernan was frequently away from 
home the witness replied: 

Voice Trembles. 

“Between February and April she 
was regularly away from home on 
Wednesday and Friday nights and oc- 
easionally on Saturdays. Often she 
said she was going to chureh. I en- 
cousaged her in that—attending Len- 
ten services.” 

Professor Tiernan showed his first 
signs of cracking under the strain of 
the trial when Prosecutor Jellison in- 
quired into the birth of the third 
child. His answyers were low and in 
a trembling voice and often tears came 
into his eyes. He told of the baptism 
of the child two weeks after its birth 
and later of the repudiation. 

He said he met Poulin on the street 
the day after the baby was born. 
“We have a baby, I told him.” 
“What is it, he asked, a boy or a 
girl?” 
“A boy, I answered, and with that 
he turned and walked away.” 
Confession Barred. 
The prosecutor attempted to bring 
out the story of Mrs. Tiernan’s con- 
fession to her husband, but on objec: 
tion of defense withdrew the question 
and asked Tiernan what he did when 
he learned Poulin was the father of 
the child. 
The professor answered that he 
went to Poulin and told the defendant 
his (Tiernan’s) wife, had confessed. 
The witness asserted that Poulin 
then admitted his guilt and offered 
to make a séttlement of the case. 
Court was adjourned at this point 
until tomorrew morning when Profes- 
sor Tiernan will resume the stand.

“Mr. De Valera is in hiding,” the 
message adds, “but through an inter- 
mediary he has made and received 
certain overtures.” 

‘There is a growing feeling in 
Dublin that it would take years to 
suppress the republicans, which task 
also would bankrupt the Free State.

Harding Asks Aid 
For U.S. Refugees 
In the Near East 


Recommends Emergency Ap- 
propriation of $200,000 
to Senate. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, September 20.—An 
emergency appropriation of $200,000 
for relief of American refugees in 
the Near East was recommended to 
the senate today by President Hard- 
ing, after receipt of an official esti- 
mate from the state department that 
1,000 Americans were in pressing 
need. 

“It is very apparent that we have 
an obligation to afford relief,” the 
president said in his letter to Chair- 
man Warren, of the senate appropria- 
tions committee, adding that the need 
could not be met by American relief 
organizations. 

Senate leaders plan to add the item 
to the pending deficiency appropria- 
tion bill. Quick action by the house 
also was indicated, Representative 
Monde’, the republican leader, notify- 
ing members that their continued 
presence would be required in order 
that action might be had without 
delay. 

Acting-Secretary Phillips sent to 
the white house today detailed re- 
ports which had reached the state de- 
partment from American officials in 
the Near East. 

“The department has telegraphed 
to Constantinople, Athens and Saloni- 
ca for detailed information as to. the 
exact number of-destitute Americans 
whose temporary maintenance or rep- 
aration may be required,” Mr. Phil- 
lips’ report to the president said. “In

Hearst Prospects 


Get Bad Setback 


New York State Primaries 
Go Against Publisher in 
Naming Delegates. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

New York, September 20.—Aspira- 
tions of William R. Hearst to be the 
democratic nominee for governor of 
New York have received a sharp set- 
back in the New York primaries, 
where his candidacy was the. chief 
issue on the democratic side. The 
stock of Ex-Governor Al Smith, chief 
rival of Hearst for the democratic 
nomination, bas taken a corresponding 
jump. 

Sections of upstate New York which 
were counted on to return a sizeable 
block of Hearst-pledged delegates to’ 
the state nominatin convention ac- 
tually elected an overwhelming ma- 
jority of anti-Hearst delegates pledg- 
ed to Smith. 

Severest defeats for Hearst were 
registered in Erie and Albany coun- 
ties. In Erie county. where William 
J. Conners, Hearst’s campaign man- 
ager, went out for all of the 38 dele- 
gates only four of his men were elect- 
ed, according to the latest returns. Al- 
bany county went against Hearst 
probably 20 *o 1 though defeat was 
not unexpect:d there. 

Hylan Wins City. 

In New York city Mayor Hylan’s 

organization, which is entirely friend- 
ly to Hearst, was completely vic- 
torious in the primaries. There had 
been little doubt about New York 
city. 
_But the failure to register a striking 
victory upstate comes as a disappoint- 
ment to the Hearst camp. Whether it 
will be sufficient to discourage furth- 
er efforts to carry the state conven- 
tion for the publisher is not yet 
known. They still hope for encour- 
aging returns from outlying districts 
but these can hardly be large enough 
to offset the serious losses already 
suffered. -

DON’T GO WEST. 
Everything I say here brings a 
more or less heated reply from some- 
body whose pure motive is merely to 


enlighten me or dispel my obvious 
bias on the subject. The other day 
a lady who lives not far from Chicago 
sent me a protest against my reitera- 
tion of the fact that victims of pul- 
monary tuberculosis may recover as 
certainly and as rapidly at home, 
wherever they may live, as they can 
far from bome, out beyond fhe rain- 
bow. The lady’s protest was based 
on the important fact that her uncle 
had gone west and apparently recov- 
ered, altho he “took cold” a year or 


two after he returned east, and suc- 


cumbed to tuberculosis. 
Jessamine Whitney, statistician for | 


the National Tuberculosis association 
has made a survey in 


les, Phoenix, San Antonio and pub- 
lisied the conclusions in the Journal 
of Outdoor Life for Mareh, 1922. In 
these six cities, whither so many ill- 
advised victims of tuberculosis go in 
search of the rainbow, there were no 
fess than 7.519 tuberculosis persons 
being cared for by municipal agencies. 
Sixty-three per centum of al] the in- 
digent tuberculosis were non-residents, 
Of those classed as residents, in Den- 
ver, all but 75 had originally come in 
search of health. 

Contrast such conditions with con- 

ditions in Cleveland, where only ten 
per centum of consumptives _ being 
cared for at public expense are non- 
residents. § 
. To send a tuberculosis invalid “out 
west” without assurance that be has 
financial means to purchase proper 
care for at lest a year, is cruel and 
inexcusable. It is a dreadful thing 
for such a sufferer to find himself 
without means of support and com- 
pelled to geek public charity far from 
home. 

It was found that six states were 
largely responible for this exodus of 
rainbow hunters—lIllinois, Michigan, 
Ohio, Missouri. Pennsylvania and New 
York. More than half of the tubercu- 
lous who had migrated asserted that 
physicians at home had advised them 
to “go west.” The doctor who puts 
such an idea in a patient's head.

Morse Code

Today’s lesson will be the letter “H” which will complete all of the 
letters composed wholly of dots. “H” is four dots and is one of the 
first letters that the beginner usually learns to recognize.

Weather Report. 

Washington, D. C., September 20.—Rain- 
fall was frequent in the more southern 
portions of the cotton belt, but generally 
light elsewhere, and temperatures were 
mostly above normal, Very little change in 
the condition of cotton took place, with 
unsatisfactory progress continuing in most 
localities. Recent m@derate rains were fa- 
vorable in Arkansas, and the progress there 
is very little top crop. Conditions continued 
unfavorable in Mississippi and there was 
further premature opening in Alabama. 
Heavy rains were injurious in some locali- 
ties in southern Georgia, but continued 
drought in the northern portion prevented 
further development of cotton. The week 
was dry in the Carolinas, with steady de- 
terioration of cotton in South Carolina. but 
some improvement in southern: North Caro- 
lina due to moderate rainfall. Picking was 
interrupted in the more southern portions 
of the belt by frequent rains, but elsewhree 
the weather was generally favorable. Pick- 
ing and ginning made rapid progress, being 
a far advanced in Texas.—Mar- 
vin. 


Synopsis of Weather and on Conditions 
in Georgia for the Week En ing Tues- 
day, September 19, 1922. 

Atlanta, Ga., September 20.—Warm 
weather, with adequate sunshine and com- 
paratively little precipitation, prevailed dur- 
ing the week over northern Georgia, while 
in southern portion of the state there was 
much cléudy weather, with variable rain- 
fall, heavy in places and somewhat injur- 
ing the grade of cotton in a few counties, 
as well as preventing fall plowing. Picking 
and ginning areé proceeding with uncom- 
mon rapidity and are nearing completion 
as far north as Macon. In the north cot- 
ton continues to open rapidly, but on ac- 
connt of the dtought is making poor growth. 
The yield of cotton is generally poor ex- 
cept on farms where all possible means 
were taken to fight the weevil. Digging 
‘Bweet potatoes and peanuts, harvesting early 
corn, which, is generally mature, gathering 
fodder in the north, and making ha’ prog- 
ressed favorably during the week. Late 
corn is poor, especially in the northern 
division except on moist lowlands. Sagar- 
cane made fair growth in the southern divi- 
sion. Rice is fairly good. Pastures, truck. 
fall white potatoes, and even sweet pota- 
toes need rain in the northern and ever 
considerable portions of the central divi- 
sion, while in the extreme south heavy rains 
somewhat interfered we pone and plant- 
ing in several counties. Fall-like conditions 
are beginning to prevall generally and the 
crop season appears to be rapidly approach- 
ing its termination.

NOT MUCH CHANGE 
IN COTTON CROP 


Washington, September 20.—Little 
change was noted in the condition of 
the cotton crop during the week end- 


ing September 19. A review issued 
today by the weather bureau said, the 
“unsatisfactory progress continuing 
in most localities. Rainfall was fre- 
quent in more southern portions of 
the belt, it was said, but was light 
elsewhere with temperature above the 
seasonable average. 

“Conditions were somewhat more 
favorable in Arkansas and Oklahoma, 
the recent moisture being very favor- 
able in Arkansas and the progress of 
the crop fairly good in Oklahoma. 

“The summary continued: 

“There was very little change in 
condition in Texas. The weather con- 
tinued unfavorable for the late crop 
in Mississippi and much cotton con- 
tinued to open prematurely in Ala- 
bama. 

“Warm and mostly dry weather 
prevailed in northern Georgia and the 
drought prevented further develop- 
ment in the northern portion. 

“Cotton stadily deteriorated in 
South Carolina because « of drought 
and weevil damage; the top crop had 
been practically destroyed. Cotton 
was mostly poor to only fair in North 
Carolina. Thére was practically no 
top crop in Tennessee. 

“Frequent showers and heavy rains 
were unfavorable for picking and gin- 
ning in the more southeastern portion 
of the belt. Elsewhere throughout the 
belt the weather was generally fav- 
orable for harvest and both picking 
and ginning made rapid progress.
